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HONDA 500 WINS 24-HOUR PRODUCTION ROAD RACE

NELSON LEDGES, OHIO, June 19-20, 
1971 — Preparation, skill, concentration 
and team work seemed to be the key to 
victory here at the 24-hour Production 
Road Race this weekend. 

On Tuesday, less than a week before 
the event, Cycle News had a call from a 
local gentleman who wanted additional 
information about the event. I told him 
that I would have to contact the 
promoters and return the call. After 
scrounging up a copy of their 
advertisement, I contacted the phone 
number listed. It so happened that the 
number was that of a team that was 
entered in the race. Well, to make a long 
story short I was asked to accompany 
the team and possibly even ride. The 
following evening I went up to 
Ashtabula Cycle Sales, The Home of the 
winning Honda 500 Team: (Just about 
the only new Honda 500-Four іп 
captivity). 

When I arrived the machine was still 
in crate condition and had about 153 
miles on it. Other than the few miles on 
the speedometer the machine remained 
untouched by human ingenuity. The 
entire evening was spent measuring for a 
new location for footpegs and brake 
lever; one that would be comfortable 
for all riders. Handlebars were also an 
important topic that would have to be 
compromised before the race. 

Handlebars were changed, footpegs 
and brake lever was moved, and number 
plates were mounted. After a quick 
preparation session the machine was 
ridden all night Thursday to put a few 
miles on the machine before the 
strenuous 24-hour. 

We arrived about 10:30, a little 
behind schedule. Tech inspection was 
made and everything was GO! 

Steel City Speedway, the setting for 
the event since its inception three years 
ago once again was made available to 
the CRA. 

Twenty-five teams turned out to try 
their hand at the challenging course but 
only 12 finished. 

At 3:20, riders were given the go 
signal and after they ran to their 
machines for the LeMans start, it was 
nothing but rough going to the end. 

The number 6 team mounted on a

750 Norton took the lead early in the 
race and held it for what would have 
looked like a clear cut victory for them. 


Darkness was beginning to take its 
toll as the fog settled down in the early 
morning hours. The pace remained 
steady, but had slowed somewhat. 

I was suddenly awakened at 7:16 
a.m. and informed by a very excited pit 
master that the number 6 team, the 
Norton that was ahead of the Honda 
500 team by 9 laps, had crashed. The 
miracle that seemed almost impossible 
had happened. The Norton team spent 
28 minutes in the pits trying to repair 
the damage that had been inflicted on 
the machine in the crash, while the 
Honda team charged on to what seemed 
almost eminent victory. Still confident, 
but not overly so, the Honda team kept 
a close watch on the Norton and also 
kept up the pace on the track. Finally 
after a rather lengthy pit stop the 
Norton was back on the track, trying, 
but never regaining the lost ground. 

Every 15 or 20 laps the Norton now 
had to pit for oil. Their pit stops were 
averaging about a 1:45, while the Honda 
team was averaging 40 seconds. The race 
continued and the Honda team seemed 
to be the only one that hadn't crashed 
sometime during the course of the 
evening. About 10:20 a.m. Wendall 
Swagen crashed the Honda in the final 
stretch before the checkers’ tower. 
Members of the pit crew were already 
half-way down the field heading toward 
the downed rider and machine when 
Wendall remounted and the machine 


was once again back in contention, 
having only lost about 25 seconds. 
Wendall rode a few laps and was given 
the pit signal so that the machine could 
be checked for any damage and also to 
check on the condition of the rider. 

Everything checked out OK and a 
relief rider. was assigned the rest of his 
hour. What a close one that was! 

The lap counts were holding steady 
and everyone was beginning to feel the 
stress. The run continued and the teams 
were holding consistent. The only 
machine to fall out during the last hour 
was the Harley-Davidson team. The 
machine quit about the last hour and 
the team tried desperately to get it to 
run but it proved fruitless. 

The 24 hour was at hand and the 
checkered flag was shown first to the 
team that had conquered the -overall 
victory; the number 36 Honda team. 
After the entire field had passed the 
checkered flag, the Harley team pushed 
their machine back out onto the track 
and pushed it over the finish line to 
complete the run. The bike was 
mounted by a rider without a helmet, 
wearing a Husqvarna hat, and just as it 
crossed the line the machine fired. The 
announcer blared out in his usual 
manner “The Harley-Davidson Team has 
been disqualified for not having a 
helmet.” All in jest, but a wonderful 


ending for a truly amazing race.

The following is the “blanket” answer 
to apparently all letters written to 
Atlantic-Richfield protesting their 
closure of the Pt. Richmond Hills. Many 
readers have sent us copies of the letters 
they have received in response to their 
own letter and in each. case, each 
response reads as follows: 


ARCO RESPONDS 

This is in response to your recent 
letter. objecting to the posting of our 
property near our bulk terminal in 
Richmond, California, to . off-the-road 
motorcycling activities. 

We would like to assure you that this 
action was not taken as an objection to 
those who enjoy motorcycling as a 
recreation. However, since some 
motorcyclists have taken legal steps in 
an effort to gain perpetual prescriptive 
rights over property adjacent to that 
owned by Atlantic Richifield Company, 
thus prohibiting the owners from 
exercising their rights in the complete 
development of that property, we feel 
that we have no alternative but to 
forestall any similar action that would 
jeopardize Atlantic Richfield’s rights as 
to future development of its own 
property. 

While we can well understand your 
desire to participate in the recreational 
activity of your choice, in this instance 
we feel that off-the-road motorcycling 
activities should be confined to land set 
aside for the use of the general public 
and not on private property. You might 
consider exploring this possibility with 
the federal government, which is the 
largest single landowner in the State of 
California.

POINTS PROBLEM 

Congratulations to Danny LaPorte 
for an outstanding performance in the 
125 Jr. class, at the recent Mammoth 
Mountain Moto-Cross. 

However, let me say that your article 
on the event does not tell it quite 
exactly the way it was. Danny LaPorte 
did not win both of his division’s heat 
motos, he took a first in one, and a fifth 
in the other, then won the final. The 
way in which the event was scored gave 
him a total of 1854 points. 

Now getting to Division III of the 
125 Jr. class in which I rode, and won 
both of the division’s heats, and took a 
fifth in the final, once again a total 
points score of 1854 points. So there 
seems to be, some what of a discrepancy 
in the reporting of the event. As you 
can see from the point totals Danny and 
I tied for first place in the event. 

Had the race day continued on with 
the point system running as it had been 
explained at the rider’s meeting in the 
morning, instead of being changed just 
before the final 125 Jr. moto, Danny’s 
score would have left him about 275 
points short of mine. 

This was my first run out on a brand 
new sponsored Penton, and I sort of 
hate to see Rickman get all of the 
credit, especially when it isnot due them.

FALSE ADS 

I question the integrity of some of 
these distributors who have been 
advertising wins in off-the-road races. 
For example, in the “Mint 400" race I 
noticed several full-page ads for a 
motorcycle claiming a win in the 125 
class. Also, for the “Baja 500” race, 
full-page ads were devoted to another 
brand’s win in the 250 class. 

If I hadn’t attended both of these 
races and hadn’t been involved, I would 
have believe the advertising; yet by my 
personally being there, I know that 
there*:was nó 125. class. in the "Mint 
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400" and no 250 class in the “Baja 
500" race. By these manufacturers 
advertising wins in these classes, they 
created their own race. It seems to me 
that it is not fair to the other 
motorcycles involved in their classes. 
My being a consumer, I resent this 
false advertising; and although I respect 
their right to enter their smaller 
displacement machines against the larger 
bikes, I feel that they should not 
advertise a win in the class unless there 
is a specified class with other makes 
represented. I realize that by printing 
this letter you could possibly be hurting 
your advertising accounts, but I think 
the motorcycle riding public should be 
alerted to these phony credits for race 
wins — especially in some of these 
off-the-road races.

roared right after them — on the course. 
"Boy we're all going to get a better view 
of the next turn —

Zoom!! Right out on the course were 
2000 people: — warm bodies and among 
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this crowd, undetected, there were such 
things as flagmen, ambulance drivers 
and ambulances, and motocross racers 
clipping along at between 30 and 70 
mph — surprise! 

What happened at Indian Dunes was a 
disgrace to motorcycle racing...if this is 
management's way of allowing people 
to see the "action" then the course 
should be rearranged, not the 
spectators” bodies. 

As a competitor in Junior races I 
would hope that the Indian Dunes 
people come to their senses and get the 
fans and riders not competing in the 
specific race at hand out of the way and 
behind the new fences (by the way what 
are they for?). The only people опа 
motocross course should be the riders, 
flagnen and necessary officials. This 
would exclude the casual photographer, 
the groupie, the hot dogger helper, etc. 

Indian Dunes is a very progressive and 
well appointed track and in these áreas 
it stands far ahead of its competition.

The Handicap Main provided one of 
the more spectacular races of the 
evening.

Gifford was a bit perturbed over 
the outcome of events and stalked off 
the track leaving his bike behind, but 
not until after a few words with 
Graham. The crowd immediately took 
up the challenge and Gifford was 
soundly voted Mr. Bad Guy for the 
evening. 

The crowd was ready when the 
Scratch Main rolled to the line. The 
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favorite of the fans, Les Chenky, sat on 
the pole, with his rival and Bad Guy 
Dave Gifford, on the outside. Rick 
Blake and Don Cullum were sandwiched 
in between, but seemed to go unnoticed 
as the crowd awaited the 
Chenky-Gifford duel. Chenky had taken 
measure of Gifford in the Match race, 
but Gifford has experienced mechanical 
difficulties and this was his chance to 
vindicate himself. 

All riders got an even break and 
Gifford managed to hold on a little 
longer into the corner. Chenky was a 
close second on the outside. Going onto 
the back chute, Blake clipped the wall 
and took a hard spill bringing out the 
red flag for a restart. 

Again they came to the line; Chenky, 
Blake, Cullum and Gifford. Chenky got 
the drive on Gifford and beat him into 











the corner with Gifford hanging on to 
the outside line in second. Chenky 
pulled out a length down the back chute 
while Blake and Cullum were having 
their own battle for third. On lap two 
Gifford went in hard on turn one, trying 
to make up distance and get under 
Chenky, lost traction momentarily, and 
had to ride it high and wide before he 
could recover. From then on it was all 
Chenky for a very popular win. Gifford 
couldn’t find his groove again and 
narrowly finished second as Cullum and 
Blake closed in on him at the finish.

MX Track to ST

JUNCTION CITY, ORE., June 26, 1971 
— This track is quite similar to Asbury 
Park in Albany, Ore., but is a little 
smaller. The club that puts these short 
track races on is the Territorial 
Motocross Racing Association. They put 
on great motocrosses in the winter to 
help subsidize the summer races. This 
track is located about 20 miles north of 
Eugne, Ore., and runs on a bi-weekly 
schedule until late August. This gives 
Eugene area riders an excellent short 
track on a weekly basis. 

Practice opened tonight at 7 o'clock 
and riders found the track cushiony in 
turns 3 and 4 and a groove track in turn 
1 and 2. This unusual condition resulted 
in numerous embarrassing spills, but this 
condition improved by the time the 
main events were run. 

Of interest to many, is that the wheel 
stand contest paid $50 to the winner, 
Tom Harmon on his Bultaco, but he had 
to earn it with a trip into the boonies 
after running the length of the 
straighaway and part of the first turn. 
Tom later went on to a third in the 200 
B Main Event. 

Bill Oliver started his series of 
run-away wins in a come from behind 
fashion, in the 100 Main, winning also 
the 250 Trophy Dash and A Main. 

The 250 class provided some fantastic 
racing with a lot of spills from front 
running riders. In the A Main John 
Schoonover was leading by a mile when 
he slid out, turning the lead over to Bill 
Oliver and his potent Suzuki who went 
on to win. But, in the meantime, front 
runners Mike Bailey and Charles 
Andrews, both Ossa mounted, were 
forced out due to falls. Second place fell 
to Jack Heater with Mike Hubbs close 
behind, both Bultaco mounted. 

The Main was led by Richard 
Schoonover, John’s brother, until 
passed by both Leon Medeiros, and 
Russell Johnson. Medeiros, riding an 
antiquated but extremely fast 250 
Honda went on to a startling win with 
Johnson and Schoonover falling into the 
four stroke wake. 

The C Main was led by Craig Randall 
on another antiquated by extremely fast 
250 Honda, riding incidentally, out of 
the same shop as Medeiros, (Honda of 
Eugene, owned by former national 
number 4 Gene Thiessen), until he slid 
out causing a restart. Bryce Knabe won 
on a Yamaha, followed by Randall. 

The Open class went to Jimmy 
Tallman and his Triumph, who has not 
lost a race at Benton-Lane this year. 
Charles Standeford, riding an unfamiliar 


Maico took second in front of his friend 
Jack Davenport, on a CZ. Both these 
riders ordinarily ride BSA Goldstars, but 
gave them up for the reliability of their 
two-strokes. 

The Open B Main found a 40 inch 
Yamaha ridden by Doug Hamblin, being 
pressured by yet another 250 Honda, 
ridden by Tom Montgomery. This was 
Tom’s first race in over a year and it 
looked as though he hasn’t lost his 
touch, especially considering the cc 
disadvantage of 400. 

An interesting note concerns an Open 
class Semi Main. The third place rider 
fell and was hit by a following rider. A 
by-stander rushed onto the track and 
was hit by another rider, and two more 
riders fell avoiding the confusion. This is 
a sad reminder to keep off the track 
even if you mean well.

Clark White, Jr., 1961 National TT 
Champion and a consistent big track 
winner from 1957 to 1964, died of a 
cardiac arrest in San Louis Obispo, 
Calif., on June 27 at the age of 36. 

White's number 77 and blue/white 
colors were a familiar sight in the 
winner's circle on the Pacific Coast and 
National major TT race scenes up until 
the start of 1965 when a back injury 
from a first of the year event caused his 
retirement. The handsome, husky White 
was a J.C. Agajanian favorite and crowd 
pleaser as he held many track records at 
one time, including the Ascot 100-lap 
Championship.

White was a cotton rancher during his 
riding times. In 1970 he moved to San 
Luis Obispo and became a mobile home 
park developer. 

Survivors include his wife, Roma, and 
three teenagers. Contributions are being 
made in his name to the Heart Fund.

SAN JOSE, CAL., July 5, 1971 — Gene 
Romero raced to his first national win 
of the season at the 5th annual San Jose 
Half Mile National. An overflow record 
crowd that filled every seat and isleway 
watched Romero grab his first national 
victory since winning the Ascot Half 
Mile National last September. 

The win stopped the two year hold 
by Jim Rice and his BSA. Romero 
became the first Triumph rider to win as 
BSA and Harley-Davidson had divided 
the previous four events. It was also the 
first time this year that a Triumph has 
won a National. 

Triumph swept the boards in time 
trials with Frank Gillespie (Tri), Eddie 
Mulder (Tri) and Washington's Jim 
Jones (Tri) taking the top three spots. 
Romero was far down the list, around 
18th fastest. 

Mark  Brelsford (H-D) won the 
opening heat race after Jimmy Odom 
(Yam) and then Dick Mann (BSA) took 
turns leading. The race was halted after 
the opening lap when Dave Aldana’s 
BSA destroyed ten yards of fence and 
ended up far out in the open field 
outside the far turn. Terry Dorsch (Tri) 
also went down but stayed on the track 
only to come back on the re-start and 
go through the fence on the opposite 
corner. That’s a record that will be 
difficult to top. 

The second heat race had Chuck 
Palmgren (Yam) in front for two laps. 
Cal Rayborn (H-D) had his machine 
lock up on the front straightaway, 
pitching the speed record holder down 
hard on the track. 

Then first year Expert Nick Theroux 
(Tri) came charging up to take the lead 
away from Palmgren and go on for the 
upset win of the afternoon. Romero 
came up from fifth place to give 
Triumph a one-two finish with Mulder 
making it in for third. Palmgren finally 
settled for fourth. 

Three different riders also led the 
action packed third heat. Dusty 
Coppage (Yam) opened as the leader for 
the first two laps, Dave Sehl (H-D) led 
the third round and then Rice finally

Rice and two other riders were 
caught off the line by starter “Bouncing 
Bob” Malley and had to start on the 
row three penalty line with Rice picking 
up a position each lap until finally 
working into the lead. 

Rice and Romero crossed the line at 
the end of the first lap in the 20 lap 
National. running side by side. Then 
Romero moved to the front. The 
surprising Theroux passed Rice for 
second place on the fourth lap and

Dick Mann dropped out of the event 
for the second straight year with 
ignition troubles and finished in 12th 
position. The national points by 
Romero and the last place by Mann, the 
point leader, now tightens down the 
two rider race to only 11 points heading 
into the Seattle National Road Race

Part Ill:

Riding an enduro requires a 
somewhat different attitude than riding 
a race, even though the two are quite 
similar in many respects. There is only 
one important thing in riding an enduro 
and that is to lose as few points as 
possible and the good enduro riders are 
always scheming and working toward 
that end. 

Always get to an enduro early enough 
to take advantage of whatever advance 
information is available. Sometimes this 
information might take the form of a 
complicated schedule which can be 
reduced to simpler or more readable 
chunks. At the very least, you'll want to 
convert the key times to the real times 
corresponding to your riding number. 
Sometimes you can talk to members of 
the sponsoring club or local riders and 
find out something about conditions 
that will help. If all the local bikes are 
covered with mud up to the gas tank 
and are running sprockets only two 
inches smaller than the rear tires, a 
quick change in gearing might be 
appropriate. 

There are a certain number of chores 
that must be done before starting any 
enduro and its wise to plan. As soon as 
you get up, set your E.T. clock ahead so 
that you will know at any given 
moment how much time you have 
before you must start. It should be set 
so that at the moment you leave the 
starting line, the E.T. clock reads 12:00.

Taking for granted that your machine is 
well prepared beforehand, remember to 
check all the little details. Make a list if 
necessary. My routine goes as follows: 
Set the odometer back to zero. Check 
the gas. Tape my route sheet to the 
tank. (If you remember to do this after 
you gas up, you won’t spill gas all over 
the route sheet). Put the number on my 
helmet or number plate, whichever is 
required. (Use black contact shelf paper 
for this. It works great.) Check all tools 
and spares which I plan to carry which 
are not in my tool box. (My tool box 
takes time to get into so I always carry 
an adjustable wrench secured to the 
bike by rubber bands, a plug wrench. in 
a little socket and some extra oil in case 
I should run out of gas and have to fill 
from some unexpected source.) 

Once the bike is completely ready to 
go, I lay out what I am going to wear 
for the event, but I avoid making a hard 
and fast decision until shortly before 
start time. Wearing the wrong garb often 
makes the difference between finishing 
and not finishing. Your body is very 
adaptable to changes in temperature, 
but not infinitely so. Wear your Belstaff 
when its 100 degrees in the shade and 
you'll surely cook; pneumonia is the 
fate of the rider who elects to ride in a 
sweatshirt when the temperature drops 
below 50. 

Goggles are very important. You 
should have both clear and tinted ones 
available. Use the tinted ones whenever

you're riding in the desert on clear days; 
use the clear ones whenever the sky is 
overcast or you're going to be riding in 
and out of the forest. 

You'l have to wait in line for your 
number to come up at the start line. 
Don't start your engine 15 minutes 
beforehand and sit with your clutch 
disengaged waiting for your time. Start 
your engine 2 minutes before and 
engage your gears 30 seconds before it's 
time to start. When the starter waves 
you off, take it easy! Give yourself a 
chance to warm up before you try to 
make like John Penton. Most guys go 
five miles out, then sit and wait for the 
clock to catch up. It's okey to get to the 
five mile marker a minute early, but 
more than that and you're riding faster 
than is necessary or desirable. 

As soon as a rider has developed the 
skill to be a serious competitor, he 
discovers that enduros are made up of 
easy sections where it's possible to get 
ahead of schedule and tough sections 
where he'll probably not be able to hold 
the schedule speed. The whole trick to 
winning is to be able to see the plan that 
the layout crew had in mind and then 
capitalize upon it. 

For instance, many Northern 
California clubs lay out a very 
straightforward run. They will have an 
easy section where it’s possible to get 
far ahead of schedule, then an 
impossible section, then a check. If you 
can "psych" this out, the strategy is 
clear: bomb the easy section so you 
have some spare time when you get to 
the rough section. Southern California 
clubs often reverse the pattern. The 
reverse pattern is much easier to ride 
and in general you'll note that scores are 
consistently better for all the riders in 
Southern California events. 

A few clubs, particularly those that 
are primarily enduro clubs, (as opposed 
to racing clubs that occasionally sponsor 
an enduro) tend to be tricky in their 
placement of checks. They'll do 
something like putting in a section 
that's so rough that you don't even 
think about the schedule. It doesn't 
even occur to you that you could 
possibly be keeping up because you're 
having to fight for every inch. Then 
when you get to the end, completely 
exhausted, you hit the check and find 
out that you're 10 minutes early 
because the schedule was ridiculously 
slow, even for such a tough section. At 
6 mph it takes 10 minutes to go one 
mile. This is so slow that if you can ride 
the bike at all, you're going to be ahead. 
Watch the very slow schedule speeds, 
particularly if the sponsoring club has a 
reputation for being tricky. 

There isn't space in the article to 
cover riding techniques for all kinds of 
different terrain, and besides, I don't 
think you can learn to ride a motorcycle 
from any kind of an article, anyway. 
But here are a few things that I've either 
learned the hard way or learned through

watching some of the real pros in the 
game. 

The first thing to implant in your 
mind is the necessity for passing. It 
seems to be almost a law of nature that 
when you get to a section where you 
must really “get it on” there’s some 
yo-yo in front of you who’s got it off! 
Once in a while you'll run into a 
courteous rider who realizes that you’re 
faster than he is (otherwise you 
wouldn't be on his tail), so he moves 
over for you. It's almost worthwhile to 
stop and take a picture of this fellow 
because he's a pretty rare bird. The rest 
of the time you're:going to have to pass 
in spite of the other rider. Не тау Бе 
just a beginner who is unable to control 
himself well enough to let you get by, 
he may be unaware of your presence, or 
he may be one of those jerks who wants 
to race with you in spite of the fact that 
he's riding a full gear lower than the 
terrain will allow! 

You have to get around and auickly. 
Everyone must form his own set of rules 
or ethics or whatever you want to call 
them for this passing situation; here, are 
mine. If I think a rider isn't aware of my 
presence, I come right up behind him 
and holler, scream, blow my horn (Yep 
I do have one!) and sometimes, if it's 
practical, I shift momentarily to a lower 
gear and let the engine scream right 
behind his left ear. If I sense that the 
rider is a real beginner who either 
doesn't know better or can't control his 
bike well enough to let me safely past, I 
take to the rough or grit my teeth, curse 
all novices and wait. I take no chance on 
causing him to fall. My personal belief is 
that riders of lesser experience and 
ability have a right to be on the trail and 
more experienced riders should help, 
not hinder them, in their efforts to 
learn. So even though I might wish he 
were on the moon, I don't try to put 
him there. The klutz that wants to raee 
is something else again. Passing in close 
quarters is part of racing, so if that’s his 
game, I play it and he better not make 
any mistakes or he gets used for 
traction! Keep in mind that if you can 
catch him and pass him, you're the 
better rider, so in one of those situation 
where only one rider can come out 
rightside up, you've got the better 
chance. 

A bottleneck is a place where only 
one rider at a time can get through, 
except when some 103 pound rider has 
wedged a Triumph Twin in the spot and 
nobody can get through. Nothing can 
spoil a run faster than a bottleneck and 
all organizers are aware of it, but 
unfortunately a  bottleneck doesn't 
always look like one when the run's 
being laid out.

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Patrick/Bowers Win Adelanto 200 


By Ron Schneider: 
ADELANTO, CAL., July 3, 1971 — 
There is a cross-country motorcycle race 
held almost every weekend of the year 
in the California desert. Sportsman 
clubs put on the races, riders pay 3 or 4 
dollars a piece to ride and the money 
collected is used to buy trophies and 
pay expenses. Sometimes there’s enough

left over for the club to hold a party 
after the race but not always. And ever 
since it began, people who are at least as 
interested in money as in sport have 
looked longingly at the phenomenon 
and wondered how to make it pay. All 
that machinery, all those people, all that 
enthusiasm, there just had to be some 
winning combination! 

There is one significant difference 
between desert racing and any other 
kind of racing: There aren’t any

spectators, thus there is no *'gate." The 
only potential for making money (so 
far) is from the riders themselves and 
from the manufacturers with products 
to advertise. So now there are a whole 
bunch of races based on the formula of 
"big entry fees and lots of publicity for 
the products". The latest venture is by 
an outfit called the American Cross 
Country Racing Associates. ACCRA 
tried to stage a race once before but a 
multitude of problems forced them to 
cancel the event. Today they tried again 
and this time they were successful to a 
degree. 

The Adelanto 200 is just like a 
miniature Mint 400. Bikes go the first 
day, four fifty-mile loops, and the cars 
go the same on the following day. The 
course is laid out on BLM land in the 
area bounded by U.S. 395, Shadow 
Mountain Road and Highway 466. 
Marvin Beard, a long-time desert racer 
and sometime-member of the 
Prospectors M.C. did the layout work 
and apparently did it very well. While 
the course contained no horrendous 
obstacles, it was a tough, choppy 
surface all the way. Gene Cannady came 
up to Beard after the first loop and said, 
semi-seriously, “I thought you said the 
course was going to be fast. It was 
rough, chop-chop-chop, all the way. I 
could have gone faster over 7576 of the 
course on my Sachs!" (He was riding a 
Yamaha this trip.) 

Beard told him he had averaged over 
50 mph. Cannady considered that a 
moment and then walked away, shaking 
his head. 

But it wasn't Cannady's day. This was 
strictly a Mike Patrick Benefit race. 
There were three classes, up to 125cc, 
125 to 250 and over-250. Patrick was in 
the over-250 class along with 14 of the 
25 entrants. He was teamed with his 
regular partner Phil Bowers and there 
just wasn't any real competition. Their 
closest competitors were Gene Cannady 
and Tom Garner. Cannady, in fact, 
turned better times than either Patrick 
or Bowers, but Garner, although he 
tried his best and did very well, just isn’t 
in the same class.with Cannady, Patrick 
and Bowers. In the last lap Garner 
managed to hit something so hard that 
he bent the rear rim halfway to the hub, 
but the tire didn’t go flat! Cannady and 
Garner finished second, about 15 
minutes total elapsed time behind 
Patrick and Bowers. Third, running 43

At this point, Byars had now 
moved to third over Warren as all four 
riders pulled away from the field to 
make it a four-way duel for the lead. 

Setting a faster pace than at first was 
anticipated, the leaders started to lap 
the field by the 13th. Bob Sanders, who 
has proved to be almost unbeatable in 
the 100 class aboard his Kawasaki, gave 
the fans a sterling performance after. 
trailing in last place on his little but 
potent speedster, as he moved to fifth 
place by the 14th lap. Somehow, 
Sanders gave the appearance of a giant 
killer as he methodically eliminated his 
oppostion on the much bigger bikes. 

By the 23rd lap, Smith, Hopkins, 
Byars, and Warren, had lapped all but 
Sanders, but six laps later both Hopkins 
and Sanders were. involved in a tangle 
resulting in Sanders losing two laps 
while Hopkins just barely managed to 
save it and resume in fourth position. At 
the mid-way point the standings were 
Smith, Hopkins, Warren, Byars, Sanders, 
Dan Corbett, and Coberly.

1.) One very important item is the drive 
chain. If this goes, you are in trouble. This 
should be well lubed with a good quality 
chain lube, never use motor oil as it will fling 
right off in the first few miles of riding. If 
there is any possibility of riding in sand, you 
should use a type of chain lube that won't 
pick up the sand and turn into an abrasive to 
wear out your chain prematurely. "Dri-Slide" 
is very good for this, it goes on as a liquid, but 
it dries leaving a coating of Molybdenum 
Disulfide on the chain which has wonderful 
lubricating qualities but does not attract the 
dirt and grit. Dri-Slide is in great demand in 
Vietnam for lubricating weapons for this very 
reason.

MORE ON ENDURO PREPARATION 
As we continue on with ‘enduroizing’ a motorcycle, we have had a bit 
about the safety factors, now a few tips about preparing the bike for 
reliability. Of course the main secret of enduro riding is both reliability 
of the bike and the rider. If the machine doesn't finish, it can't win. It is 
extremely important that all the little things as well as the big things be 


taken care of before riding an enduro. 


Having a DNF behind your name in the results hurts just as much if it 
was caused by a contact screw coming adrift as it does from a blown 
engine. Here are a couple of tips that can prolong the life of a few of the 
components on the machine and maybe help you reach that finisher's 


check. 


2.) A good air cleaner is a must in any type of 
riding, even on the streets, but more so on the 
trails, The best | have found so far is the 
Filtron unit. This 'Green Cleaner' as it is 
called has fantastic abilities for keeping out 
the dust and letting in the air. | recently tried 
their special oil for their air cleaners and it 
does work quite a bit better than just using 
motor oil. The units are available for almost 
all makes and models. Keep in mind, if 
everything on the bike is perfect and you suck 
a bunch of dirt into the engine and blow it, 
you are'still listed in the DNF's. 





ENDUROS 


British queue-up for their tea in the 
afternoon. In the morning they ride 
their motorcycles about like they play 
soccer — and there's not much waiting 
around! If you bust the line you can 
expect to be called a lot of rude names 
and if you go around the bottleneck, at 
least some clubs will disqualify you. 
Since waiting means you surely will be 
out of the money, I do something. 
Busting the line is a last resort but if 
there's no other choice I do it and hope 
nobody busts me while I'm at it! 

The experts always offer one bit of 
advice: Get up on the pegs. It hardly 
seems to matter what situation is 
involved, the advice is the same. It's 
good advice. The more you stand up, 
the faster you'll go and the less you'll 
fall. Some enduro bikes are constructed 
so that they're all but uncontrollable 
when the rider is plopped in the seat. 
This strikes me as a bit extreme and I 
for one don't care for that type of bike, 
but it's not a bad idea. Standing 
accomplishes three things. First, it 
lowers the center of gravity of the 
combination of you and the machine. 
As far as the machine is concerned, 
when you're standing all of your weight 
is concentrated at the footpegs. Quite a 
few riders have spent a great deal of 
money cutting their frames apart and 
welding inserts in the tubes to lower the 
engine, and thus the C. of G., an inch 
or so. I wonder how many of them 
realize that they can lower the center of 
gravity several inches just by standing 
on.the pegs? If your physics is a bit 
weak and you don't understand what is 
meant by "center of gravity," consider 
an Egyptian pyramid and a telephone 
pole. A telephone pole is quite high and 
its weight is uniformly distributed. Its 
center of gravity will be right about the 
center of the pole. Making it stand up 
by itself would be quite a job. The 
pyramid, on the other hand, has most of 
its weight right near the bottom and it's 
almost impossible to tip it over. You 
want your bike to be like the pyramid, 
not the telephone pole. Weight 
concentrated low. 

The second advantage of riding on 
the pegs is that when the situation 
demands, you can fling your weight 
around quite a bit and influence the 

course of bike substantially. This wasn’t 
the case a few years back. When the 
normal enduro machine was a 350 to 
400 pound monster, flinging your 
weight around accomplished nothing 
except to make you tired. The bike 
went in the direction it was pointed, 
flattening everything in its path until it 
met the inevitable immovable object. 
Today the rider weighs almost as much 
as the bike so things happen when he 
shifts his weight. 

The third advantage of standing on 
the pegs is that your legs act as a 
secondary set of shock absorbers. This is 
really more important than it sounds 
when you consider that as soon as a 

! bike-loses-its ability-to absorb shock:(by:

having its shocks bottom out) the bike 
is virtually out of control. If your legs 
act as shock absorbers for your body 
weight, the bike's shock absorbers have 
much less to do. If you hit a small ditch 
or an 8" diameter log while you're 
sitting in the seat like a lump, your 
body will take a terrific thump and the 
bike will have to absorb so much that 
the frame might break. If you're on the 
pegs, you can lift the front wheel over 
and the rear rides over fairly easily 
because it doesn’t have such an 
enormous amount of weight with which 
to contend. 


One skill that you should learn early 
in your enduro career is the ability to 
get the front wheel up at will. Take a 
picture of an expert rider and the odds 
are his front wheel will be up in the air. 
That's how you get over obstacles fast 
and safely. Gene Cannady wheelies 
across whoop-de-doos, J.N. Roberts 
wheelies across creeks and ditches and 
Jeff Penton wheelies through mud 
sections. They’re all doing the same 
thing: getting the front wheel up where 
it doesn’t have to take a pounding and 
where it can’t be defected. Doing 
wheelies is a skill you develop like doing 
sommersaults or roller-skating 
backwards. Just practice and fall down a 
few times. 


If you ride all the enduros in the 
middle and southern California areas 
you can expect to ride sand, forest trail, 
mud, water, snow, and lots of rock. 
Naturally you'll be better at riding the 
terrain that abounds near your home, so 
that means if you want to be a good all 
around enduro rider you must seek out 
the kind of terrain that you're not good 
with and ride it until you are. Even in 
Southern California, you can find mud 
and water during the winter months and 
there is sand up north. Don't all faint 
now, but doing a bit of road riding now 
and again doesn't hurt anything either. 
If you ever get into an ISDT type event 
you may have to race your knobby-tired 
mudder on asphalt. If it's the first time 
you've ever been on pavement, you're in 
trouble. 


The most important bit of advice that 
I can offer a prospective enduro rider is, 
“Don’t stop if you're behind." If you're 
behind, it's usually because the run is 
tough or you've had some kind of 
trouble. You're probably tired or hurt 
or both. You want to rest and any 
excuse will do. Dirty goggles, some 
alteration to your clothes, checking the 
schedule, some minor bike ailment, all 
these have tempted me on occasion and 
I'm sure you can think of others. Just 
wait till you get tired enough! If you 
want to be a winner don't stop. Keep 
going until you're ready to drop in your 
tracks and then see if you can't gain 6 
feet by falling the right direction. I 
grant you it's no fun riding like that, 
but who ever said enduros were 
supposed to be fun? Winning is fun but 
the’other part comes first. 


3.) If your filter bolts directly onto your carb, 
you don't have to worry too much about dirt 
entering into the car anywhere else, but if you 
happen to have a rotary-valve machine, it will 
take.a little extra protection. While the case 
area containing the carb is normally sealed 
rather well, an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure (that is not an original 
quotation). Just in case some dirt or grit 
should find its way into the breathing 
chamber between the carb and the air cleaner, 
there is one easy and economical way to trap 
it. Remove the carb cover as we have done, on 
this Kawasaki F-5 and apply a thin coat of 
grease to all of the inside surfaces with a small 
brush as shown. This will leave all the surfaces 
with the ability to collect any grit that may 
come in contact with them and thus keep 
them out of the carb, 


4.) Next coat the inside of the carb cover 
itself with grease. As the turbulence of the air 
rushes through this area on its way to the 
carb, it bounces the dirt and debris around 
and when it hits any of the case that is coated 
with grease, it sticks. Each time you go on a 
run the old grease should be wiped off and 
then re-coat with fresh grease.

5.) The popularity of the ““Сһеггу-оп-ее”' туре 
of fork is evidenced by the factory adaption 
of this type fork on most machines today. It 
is true that these forks look "tough'' and the 
little rubber wipers are a lot better looking 
than the old bellows-type rubber boots, there 
is some doubt as to which had the greater 
efficiency as far as keeping dirt and grit away 
from the fork seals. As the wiper rubber gets 
worn, it can let the fine grit down into the 
seal area that will cut away the lip of the seal 
and soon you have leaking forks. A way to 
slow down this distruction of seals if not stop 
it is to lift the wiper boot up and place a ring 
of thick felt beneath it and then re-install the 
wiper rubber. This felt ring will absorb any oil 
that may get by the seal and it will also 
collect any dirt and grit that gets by the wiper 
rubber. While this may seem like a small 
thing, it will prolong the life of the seals.
